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Heavy Rains 


SUFFICIENT MOISTURE NOW 
ASSURED 


Strathmore district seems to have 
been more favored this year than 
some other parts with respect to 
moisture, and at no time during the 
season have there been complaints 
ot lack of it. Rain showers during 
the present week, some of them ex- 
ceptionally heavy, have thoroughly 
soaked the ground. Evenas nearas 
Gleichen the: precipitation up to this 
week has been much less, and farm- 
ers there were beginning to get 
somewhat anxious. The rains of 
the past three days, however, seem 
to have been quite general, and 
anxiety on the score of moisture 
may be dismissed for some time to 
come. 

Last Saturday at midday there was 
a very heavy shower, which sent the 
water down the streets in streams, 
and nearly’ every day since there 
have been thunder showers of more 
or less intensity. On Thursday 
atternooa there was avery heavy 
rain, and during the 50 minutes 
it lasted the precipitation amounted 
to 1.45 inches, which is somewhat 
of a record for this part of Alberta, 
where the average raintall for the 
whole year does not exceed twenty 
inches. The same evening there 
was another very heavy rainfal] 
totalling 1 inch, so that the total for 
the day Was over 2'%4 inches. 

Crops are looking as good as 
they possibly conld be, and are well 
advanced. Atthe U, F. A. meet- 
iug on Saturday the subject was dis- 
cussed, and several berey growers 
were of the opinion that if conditions 
remained right they would be cut- 
ting barley by August 10, which is 
much earlier than last year.

IMPORTANT MEETING 
SATURDAY 


A largé ded ee ye of the 
Strathmore Lof the U.F.A, was 


held in the town hall on Saturday 
when a large amount of important 
business was transacted. President 
Henry Sorensen occupied the chair. 
TUBERCULOSIS IN CATTLE 

A letter was read from the Do- 
Veterinary General at Ot- 
ating that tuberculosis had 
empted from the Contagious 
Ses (Animals) Act, and enclos- 
ing the regulations with regard to 
this disease. 

The chairman stated that s'eps 
were being taken to bring a measure 
before the next session of the Pro- 
vincial House to have all cattle im- 
ported into the Province examined 
for tuberculosis, and rejected if they 
were found subject to ihe disease 
British Columbia bad a measure ot 
that kind, and be knew ot cases 
where cattle had been held back and 
slaughtered after having failed to 
pass the tuberculin test. 

A letter was read trom Professor 
W. J. Elhott, thanking the Union 
for their congratulations on his being 
appointed as Principal of the Agri- 
cultural College at Olds, and assur- 
ing the members ot his assistance if 
they required it. He had felt that he 
had made many friends among the 
farmers during his stay in Strath- 
more. 


BINDER TWINE 


The Secretary ‘stated that he had 
ordered 36,000 Ibs of binder twine 
for the use of the members, and that 
orders were still coming in. 

It was stated that the matter of 
the opening of the local banks on 
Saturdays till 3 p.m. had been 
taken up with the managers, and 
they had referred the matter to their 
head offices. 


TRADE ARRANGEMENT FALLS 
THROUGH 


The Secretary stated that he had 
been informed that at a meeting of 
the Strathmore retailers held the 
previous evening, they had decided 
not to enter into an agreement to 
give 10 per cent for cash to mem- 
bers of the Union, under a scheme 
which was proposed to be worked 
by means of coupons, It was de- 
cided to write to several outside 
firms and see if they would be 
willing to enter into an agreement 
of this kiud. 

It was also agreed to have the 
Union incorporated, so that they 
would be able to do business, both 
as regatds buying and selling more 
satisfactorily. 

A circular regarding Co-operative 
Credit Societies, for the purpose of 
loaning money to farmers, was read 
and discussed. 


HARVEST HELP 


A letter was read from the central 
office asking the Union to furnish 
estimates as to how many harvest 
hands would be required this fall. 
It was agreed to ask the Weed In- 
spectors in the district while making 
their inspection to take a note of the 
acreage in crop and let the Union 
know as early as possible, so as to 
gauge accurately the amount of 
help tiat would be necessary, 

A resolution from Cornucopia 
Union seeking to control the dates 
of primuries before elections, was 
tabled alter considerable discussion. 


MARKETING OF EGGS 


The report of the committee ap- 
pointed to confer with the General 
Secretary re the Union's scheme of 
co-operative egg marketing was 
read and adopted. It was stated 
that the scheme would come into 
operation very shortly and that the 
farmers would be able to obtain 34¢ 
per dozen for grade No. 1 eggs, 
weighing 24 ozs per dozen, less 2c 
per dozen at each end for handling 
and boxes. A_ suggestion was 
made that a separate grade should 
be established for eggs weighing 
26 ozs per dozen and over, and it 
was agreed to forward this to the 
General Secretary. 

REST HOUSE SCHEME 

With regan _= the Union's 
scheme foes use for the far- 
mers and {i agen" when they 
come to town, ) -tter was read 
from the Strathmore Town Council 
embodying a resolution passed at 
their meeting, The resolution was 
as follows: ‘‘That the present 
police quarters in the Town Hall be 
converted into an office for the use 
of the Rural Municipality of Bow 
Valley, one room being tor ladies 
and the other tor gentlemen, and 
that the Rural Municipality have 
the use of the office and Council 
Chamber in consideration of a rent 
to be fixed, and that the Town 
Council purchase the adjoining lot 
and residence thereon tor the 
con, Ae, also a shed for farmers 
use as a shelter for horses, etc,, and 
as a sale yard, and that the matter 
be arranged between the Town 


Council, the Rural Municipality and 
the U.F.A, 


After some discussion, it was 


agreed to appoint a committee to 


conter with the Rural Municipali'y 


and the Town Council with regard 
to this matter, and report at next 
meeting. 


FIREGUARDS ON C.NR, 

President Sorensen stated that 
the C.N.R. had not put in the fire 
guards on their new line north cf 
Strathmore, as directed by the 
Railway Commission, the cate for 
the completion being June 10. It 
Was agreed to inform the Railway 
Commission of this. 


AUCTION SALE REPORT 

The report of the Auction Sale 
committee was read, and showed 
that the sale had been successtul. 
$1075 worth of goods had been dis- 
posed of. [It was agreed to hold 
the other saies on the first: Satur- 
days of July and August. 


MEMBERSHIP OVER 100 
Eight new members were prope sed 


and accepted This brings the 
total of ordinary members up to 
102, a figure which was received 


with loud cheers. ‘Theveatter the 
Union received its first two lady 
members, and also three honorary 
members. 


RESULT OF GOPHER COM- 
PETITION 

The result of the Dajan compe- 
tition showed ‘that the first prize of 
$10 had been won by Mr. Hovde’s 
girls, and the second of $5 by Mr. 

The figures 
as to the number of gophers killed 
were not given, 

It was agreed to write the C.P.R.
